had tried to bring in a bill at the 
la.=*t minute we w'ould have tied up 
adjournm ent and the Lord only 
knows what you’d have gotten.” 
Jones Appear* 
Jones himself appeared before 
the agriculture committee yester­ 
day on the corn problem shortly 
before the committee voted, 9 to 
6. to table a senate resolution lift­ 
ing the Chicago corn ceiling from 
$1.07 to $1.40. 
Some other members, however, 
felt that Jones ultim ately would 
have to “break one of the 
two 
promises made to the farm ers”— 
either: 
1. Rescind Former Adm inistra­ 
tor Chester Davis’ assurance that 
corn ceilings would not be raised 
above present levels, a 
promise 
made to assure release of corn

Music is essential— 
essential to sustain the morale of 
troops held back from action, es­ 
sential to stimulate the fighting 
qualities of forces ready to go into 
action, and most essential to com­ 
bat the recurrent waves of loneli­ 
ness, homesickness and mental de­ 
pression which service men must 
endure. 
It is not real action which pre­ 
sents a problem of morale. It is 
the holding back from action. Men 
hundreds of miles away from home, 
nothing to do but keep in trim and 
go through Interminable routine. It 
is that Inaction that is likely to get 
them down in spirits. 
The country is being scoured for 
pianos, radios, phonographs and 
musical instrum ents which can be 
sent to encampments and bases. It 
is the old-fashioned wind-up phon­ 
ograph th at is w a n t ed m o r e 
urgently than the latest electrical­ 
ly-operated one. 
Men abroad do not have con­ 
venient electrical outlets and in 
many branches of the sendee elec­ 
trically-operated equipment not es­ 
sential to actual operations is 
strictly taboo. 


No More New Pianos 
All piano factories have been 
making specialty parts for air­ 
planes for some time now. The ma­ 
terials which formerly went into 
pianos have been placed on the "es­ 
sential'1 lists and cannot go into 
pianos. 
The skilled workers and 
cabinet-makers have been placed 
in specialized war work. 
There is no piano industry. Yet

a few days ago Army headquar­ 
ters in Loa Angeles asked dealers 
for bids on 1,500 pianos. In the 
film capital there was only one 
dealer who could be of any help. 
He asked the Army to cut the 
number to 70 pianos and to give 
him plenty of time and he would 
do the best he could. 
The dealer had no pianos at the 
time. He advertised in newspapers 
ah offer of a $25 W ar Bond for 
anything that even resembled a 
piano—not a single restriction or 
string to the offer. A parade of 
pianos came from attics, from 
basements, from garages—most of 
them shabby antiques. 
However, the dealer was elated 
to get them. With a quickly-organ­ 
ized crew of 20 men the dealer set 
about to work over them and get 
them into working condition. They 
looked like brand new pianos when 
he delivered them to the Army and 
the Army wa* indeed pleasurably 
excited to get them. 
A call was sent out for old phon­ 
ograph records and In they came, 
some of them more than 40 years 
of age. It meant a lot of stim ulat­ 
ing and spirited music for thou­ 
sands of men in uniform. 


P la n e, Ship, T a n k Radios 
Radio equipment goes into every 
plane, ship and tank which is made 
in the United States. A four-mo­ 
tored bomber, for instance, carries 
more than $30,000 worth of the fin­ 
est radio equipment 
So the armed forces must ap­ 
peal to a generous public for ra­ 
dios. In this area the response was 
so tremendous that a van and 
storage company was finally called 
upon by the Army to pick up the 
radios offered. A lot of music and 
newrs from home will pour through 
those loud speakers for boys all 
over the world. 


A few months after Pearl Har­ 
bor, and with the United States 
initiated into complete participa­ 
tion in the global war, all instru­ 
ments in musical firms were frozen 
solid. 
These Instruments, princi­ 
pally for bands, have not been suf­ 
ficient and the headquarters of 
armed forces are on the lookout 
for more, which can come only 
from responsive civilians. 
It might be pointed out, as a 
gentle reminder to civilians who 
might entertain an urge to hoard 
such equipment, that it will be­ 
come antiquated an I non-usable in 
their hands. The skilled repair 
men and tuners are in equally 
skilled war work. A fter the war 
such equipment will be antiquated 
by the new post-war models which 
have already been planned for. 
Want Pool, Billiard Tables 
All equipment of entertainm ent 
value is needed by the armed 
forces. Pool and billiard tables 
rate high on the list and can be 
placed in recreation rooms for 
sendee men to great advantage. 
Desks, typewriters, filing cab­ 
inets are also needed. Uncle Sam 
isn t asking for charity although 
he isn t averse to accepting a gift. 
For office equipment the apprais­ 
ers of the War Production Board 
will set a fair val ie. Do not bicker 
over a few doll'irs. Those valua­ 
tion standards are fairly set. Ac­ 
cept the first offer and be glad 
that what you cannot utilize dur­ 
ing these times can be helpful in 
the prosecution of the war. 
In fact, almost anything and 
everything you cannot use now 
probably can be put to use in the 
w'ar program. 
You would be amazed at what 
can be done by skilled workmen. 
Age is no bar. If the basic m ateri­ 
al Is there, something can be mads 
of it in all probability.

that provision in order to make 
them attractive. In other words, 
so that they would be filling. At 
any rate with these two ideas of 
dehydration and reenforcement a 
concentrated ration has been pro­ 
vided. 
I am not allowed to tell what is 
in it, but I can say that it is a 
small package in tin. Different 
packages have different contents 
which are labelled *‘K,” ”M.” etc. 
M contains the meat, but the only 
way to get in the meat is to get in 
the K can first because the key to 
the meat can is in the K can. In 
the K can are quick energy foods 
—biscuit*, roughage, hard candy 
reenforced with vitamins, a little 
tin of coffee and some dried lem­ 
on juice. When he ha* emptied 
the can, the soldier can put a fire 
under it and brew himself some 
coffee. He can also get at the dried 
meat. 


Asphalt Food Package* 
Another wonderful stunt is a 
large package which is sealed with 
asphalt and put in a still larger 
one with an air apace between. 
The larger one is also sealed with 
asphalt. These can be thrown in 
the water from a boat at the time 
of a shore landing, will float on 
the beach and will provide several 
good meals after the exhausting 
effort of getting through a heavy 
surf on a beach.

the colonel of a cavalry regiment, 
an officer in the Quartermaster 
Corps, and a medical officer of the 
Army were talking about the 
great advantage of having a con­ 
centrated ration for soldiers. 
The idea from the point of tac­ 
tics is that a unit of troops, which 
may range numerically from a 
company to a division, is to go for­ 
ward either for reconaissance or 
for offensive operations. They may 
be gone for 24 hours to a week. 
The men are doing hard work, so 
they have to be fed and a lumber­ 
ing camp kitchen is very much in 
the way on occasions of this kind. 
Now if each man could be sup­ 
plied with a fairly light package 
containing rations for one w-eek, 
they could get about their busi­ 
ness in rapid time without the dis­ 
comfort of hunger until the camp 
kitchen had caught up with them. 
That has been the quartermaster’s 
dream. 
Early Experiments Unsuccessful 
It was attempted I think in 
practice shortly after the Span­ 
ish-American War with some con­ 
centrated rations that were given 
to a troop of cavalry which was 
sent to a secluded hollow in the 
hills, and guarded. It was well 
that they were guarded because 
the men after 48 hours on the 
concentrated rations were ready 
to commit mayhem to get out. 
Modern processing has solved 
the problem for practical pur­ 
poses. The particular processing 
is dehydration, plus the ability to 
add concentrated vitamins to con­ 
centrated foods. Vitamin-contain­ 
ing foods in general are some­ 
what bulky. Perhaps Nature made

GOD CALLED a leader foi His 
afflicted people, and this leader 
w u one who, according to the 
Pharaoh’s order, should have been 
killed when he was bom. 
“And there went a man of the 
house of Levi.” we read In the 
•econd chapter of Exodus, “and 
took to wife a daughter of Levi.” 
These people had a son, and when 
th* mother saw her fine baby, the 
hid him for three months. After 
that, when she knew' she could not 
hide him much longer, she made an 
ark out of the tall bulrush or 
papyrus reed* that grew in the 
ah&llow water by the banks of the 
Nile. The light, strong stalks of 
these reeds were used by the 
Egyptians in making boats to be 
floated on the smooth river, and 
the inner rind was made into pa­ 
per. This ark she set in the rushes 
st the river’s brink, and she told 
the 
baby's 
sister. 
Miriam, 
to 
watch and see what happened. 
Maybe this mother knew that at 
this place the Pharaoh’s daughter 
frequently came to b a th o lith her 
companions, and this day she 
came, and when she saw the ark 
and looked into it. the infant 
cried. Few women can see a baby 
cry and not want to pick it up and 
comfort it, so the princess “had 
compassion on him.” saying, “This 
is one of the Hebrew s children."

So Moses grew up 
to manhood and as he looked at 
the other Hebrews he saw their 
sufferings and his heart burned 
within him One day he saw an 
Egyptian beating a Hebrew, and 
Mosec killed him. He thought no 
one saw the act as he hid the body, 
but next day he interfered in the 
quarrel of two Hebrews,

Th* Hebrew answered impudent­ 
ly. “Who made thee a prince and

In fact, the Pharaoh 
heard of it, and ao he would have 
killed Moses, but the latter fled 
from court and went to Midian, 
where he sat down by a well. 
To this well came the seven 
daughters of the priest of Midian, 
Reuel. to draw water for their 
flocks Shepherds sought to drive 
them away, but Moses took their 
part and helped them draw the 
w'tter. Their father asked them 
why they were home so early, and 
they told him about the man who 
had helped them; he asked where 
the man was and why they had 
not brought him home with them, 
and told them to call him. They 
did. and Moses stayed with them 
and married one of the daughters, 
Zipporah, and had a son called 
Gershom. 
Tends Priest’s Flocks 
Moses was 40 years old when he 
went to Midian. and for 40 more 
years he lived there, tending the 
flocks of his father-in-law, living 
in the open air. doubtless com­ 
muning with God and growing in 
stature until he was the leader his 
Maker had 
been unconsciously 
training to lead Hi* people out of 
bondage. 
One day Moses drove the flocks 
back of the desert to Horeb, when 
suddenly a lowly bush near him 
burst into flame but was not con­ 
sumed with the fire. “The angel 
of the Lord appeared to him in 
the flame,’’ and Moses said, "I will 
turn aside, and see this great 
sight, why the bush la not burnt ” 
When the Lord saw him turn 
aside to watch the bush, He caned 
to Him out of the bush, saying, 
"Moses. Moses,” and Moses re­ 
plied, "Here am I.” And the Lord 
said, “put off thy shoes from off 
thy feet, for the place whereon 
thou standest is holy ground.” 
Then said the Lord. "I am the 
God of thy father the God of 
Abraham

Quick Start for Late Peas in 
Victory Garden 


Bv DEAN HALLIDAY 
Released by Central Press Association 
PEAS ARE a cool weather crop i soil is full of moisture. In heavy 
and grow easily in the spring and 
again In the fall. For a fall crop 
of peas In the Victory garden the 
variety known as Radio is sug­ 
gested as it matures in about 58 
days. Alderman, Telephone and 
Potlatch will also yield a late 
crop. By this time in the season 
the soil has frequently become 
somewhat dry, therefore, soaking 
the peas overnight in lukewarm 
water before planting, will help to 
speed germination.

Do not 
fill up the trench immediately but 
continue to add more soil as the 
plants develop. This method en­ 
courages deep rooting for hot 
weather endurance.
